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28 Arrested in Quad-City Drug Raids; 
Police Say Major Drug Ring is Broken — 


A major narcotics ring in the 
Quad-City area was broken 
during a series of raids Thurs- 
day night in which 28 persons 
were arrested and illegal drugs 
valued at $10,000 to $15,000 were 
confiscated. 

Six raids were made after

Diverse, Essential Services by 
Quad-City Mental Health Center 


(First of a series on the 
Quad -City mental health 
center). 

The Madison County Mental 
Health Society, as the Madison 
County Mental Health Clinic 
Quad-City Center was _ first 
known, was opened in August 
1959. 


Initial steps to organize were 
started in the fall of 1956 by a 
steering committee of interested 
persons from all parts of the 
county. Individual member- 
ships were sold in the proposed 
Society for one dollar each. 
On Feb. 18, 1958, a constitu- 
‘ion was adopted and 27 mem- 
bers, representative of all areas 
of the community, were elected 
to the board of directors. The 
Society received _ enthusiastic 
support from. civic organiza- 
tions, which provided time, 
money and items of equipment. 
Purpose and functions of this 
organization were spelled out 
in the constitution as follows: 


1. To provide competent psy- 
chiatric treatment and evalua- 
tion services for children and 
adults and related services for 
the area at large. 

2. To provide a consultation 
service to social agencies, phy- 
sicians, ministers, teachers and 
others whose work brings them 
in close association with people. 

3. To sponsor a mental health 
education program. 

4. To participate with other 


‘groups in planning for mental 


health. 


In late 1959, the Society ap- 
plied for a state grant-in-aid and 
was funded in the year of 1960. 
Two facilities were set up, one 
in Alton and one in Granite 
City. These two areas are 
where most of the county's 
population is concentrated. 

In the summer of 1965, Gran- 
ite City formed its own board 
and formed a separate admin- 
istration. This was brought 
about by increased demand for 


services and continual growth 
in the county's population. 
Outpatient Services 

In the first years of opera- 
tion, most of the Quad-City 
Clinic's energy was focused on 
outpatient services, which to 
the present time serves as the 
hub of all other services pro- 
vided. As the outpatient serv- 
ices became known in the com- 
munity, the demand continued 
to increase rapidly. 

In November 1966, Madison 
County passed the 708 Law 
referendum releasing local tax 
monies for mental health pro- 
grams. The referendum was

Airport Timetable Still Unchanged; 
Program to Proceed on Schedule 


There will be no change in 
the timetable for development 
of plans for a second major 
metropolitan area despite the 
controversy over a St. Louis: 
sponsored study disclosed last 
week and subsequent demands 
for more time to make a new 
Missouri airport study, accord- 
ing to officials of the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


A request that public hearings 
on selection of a site for the 
new airport—for which FAA of- 
ficials have supported an Illi- 
nois site—be delayed six months 
to give Missouri officials time 
to make a new feasibility study 
for a Missouri site was made 
late last week by U. S. Sen. 
Stuait Symington, (D-Missouri). 

That action followed a meet: 
ing in Washington in which St. 
Louis Mayor A. J. Cervantes 
authorized release of a 1969 en- 
gineering survey which recom- 
mends a site on the Illinois side 
of the river, halfway between 
Columbia and Waterloo, as the 
priority location of the proposed 
$350 million airport. The report 
listed two alternative sites, both 
in Missouri. 

Robert Browne, FAA Regional 


director at Kansas City, said 
during the weekend, however, 
that such a request was unnec- 
essary since there have been 
no requests for air space hear- 
ings anyway, “and it would take 
about six months to arrange, 
advertise and conduct such 
hearings” through routine pro- 
cedure. 


Foresees No Delay 

He pointed out that the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Area Airport 
Authority in Illinois is awaiting 
environmental and engineering 
studies and noted that nothing 
can be done until these are 
completed. He said hearings 
then may be arranged, and add- 
ed that “I don’t foresee any de- 
lays in the progress of the air- 
port.”” 

It is the FAA's opinion, Brown 
said, that “information we have 
to this date indicates that an 
Illinois site is better than any 
Missouri site.” * 

The threat of delay in pro- 
ceeding with airport plans de- 
veloped after the Washington 
meeting last week, attended by 
Mayor Cervantes, Missouri Gov- 
ernor Warren E. Hearnes, St.

The primary was held 
in June, 1968, but the following 
year legislation was approved 
Changing the date to March.

Police Chief Ronald Veizer 
called it the biggest raid ever 
conducted ih Granite City. 

Answering.a St. Louis report- 
er, Ware said, “We're going to 
run them all over to Missouri. 
As long as we get them out of 
Illinois, we have done our job.” 

Penalties upon conviction of 
possession is 2 to 10 years in 
prison and of sale is 10 years 
to life in prison. Fines ranging 
from $1,000 to $10,000 usually 
are assessed, the IBI chief said. 

“We have a. 97% conviction 
rate,” Ware said, in contrast 
to usual lack of prosecution of 
such cases here. The director 
added that last year the IBI 
won 237 out, of 243 cases tried. 

Supplies SIU-SW 

Ware said that the Granite 
City-headquartered ring was the 
center of supply ‘for sales at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern,. He said that the 
probable sources were “Mexico, 
California and Arizona.’ He also 
noted that a “factory” which 
manufactured LSD was raided 
and closed in this area not long 
ago. 

The director reported that the 
raid culminated three months 
of intensive undercover investi-

National Recreation Area 


Complement 


The newly proposed national 
recreation area is expected to 
*lean heavily on previous legisla- 
tion calling for the development 
of the Great River Road-FA 
Route 151 now being planned for 
construction from Granite City 
to Venice. 

Congress recognized the need 
for a recreation area as early 
as 1954, when the Federal Aid 
Highway Act was passed, which 
in part set forth plans for the 
building and improvement of 
the Great River Road. 


According to a Field Task 
Force report conducted by the 
Department of Interior and the 
Army Corps of Engineers on the 
N.R.A., the Great River Road 
and the N.R.A. are expected to 
complement one another. The 
Great River Road is expected 
to provide the needed north- 
south access throughout the pro- 
posed N.R.A. 

Roman H. Koenig, Task Force 
chairman, speaking in Chicago 
last year to interested persons 
and organizations said, “The 
Great River Road is the ‘spine’ 
to the proposed N.R.A.” 

The Great River Road is in- 
tended to be a scenic highway 
along the Mississippi from the 
Gulf extending into Canada. At 
present it is a series of connect- 
ing highways bordering the riv- 
er which afford the traveler the 
most scenic views. The project 
has been awaiting state and fed- 
eral funds for improvements. 

Parks are Planned 

The Mississippi River Park- 
way Commission and Great 
River Road Association have 
been working towards the de- 
velopment of a roadway and 
parks along the Mississippi Riv- 
er since 1939. Due to their ef- 
forts the public is already par- 
tially aware of the scenic, his- 
toric and recreational opportu- 
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of River Road 


nities that eav raailab 
nities that are available in the 
newly designated N.R.A. which 
will include land and waterways 
in the Mississippi valley from 
St. Paul to St. Louis. 
The—proposed N.R.A. is ex- 
pected to hasten the develop- 
ment of the Great River Road 
on the upper river only. 


The upper Mississippi river 
valley is quickly becoming rec- 
ognized by vacationists through- 
out the country as an area for 
scenic, inexpensive vacations. 

Tourism was up last year and 
with the advent of the new na- 
tional recreation area, tourism 
is expected to continue at an in- 
creasing rate. 

According to R. ‘‘Pat” White,, 
public relations director for the 
Great River Rodd Association, 
over. 100,000 travel brochures 
have been ~requested by indi- 
viduals, organizations and tour- 
ing services in the past six 
months. 

White said, “Nearly 500 indi- 
vidual requests have been re- 
ceived in the first week of Feb- 
ruary from people planning in 
advance to visit the river area 
this summer.”’ 

Provide Travel Information 

The Great River Road Asso- 
ciation supplies the general pub- 
lic with travel information 
about the Mississippi area upon 
request. 

The Great River Road has 
never received the national rec- 
ognition of Carlsbad or Yellow- 
stone, White claims it has only 
been in recent years that the 
public could identify what the 
Great River Road is, and what 
it has to offer. Now requests for 
travel information have been 
coming from as far away as 
California. 

“Residents of California are 
requesting information, and the 
| AAA of California has distribut- 
ed our guide to their 69 offices 
throughout the state,” White 
said. 

Residents in metropolitan 
areas in the river states are 
also one of the major sources 
of tourism at the present time. 
White gave the example of a 
small notation in the Chicago 
newspaper travel section giving 
readers information on the trav- 
el guide. “We were swamped 
with requests for two weeks,” 
the paper reported.

tions of’ the County Board of 
Supervisors. 

_Promotion was conducted by 
citizen groups, stimulated by 
the executive director of the 
Alton Mental Health Center. 

Passage was achieved, but by 
a few hundred votes—due, in 
part, to the fact that the Gran- 
ite City Mental Health Clinic 
was not initially involved in 
the process nor were other in- 
fluential civic groups until the 
project was well under way. 

With 708 funds being made 
available, it was possible for 
the clinic to broaden its pro- 
gram, increase its. staff and 
move to a more suitable 
facility. 

Education and Prevention 
With more money and more 
staff, the focus of the program 
of the clinic widened from one 
of principally outpatient direct 
service to include a program 
of comumnity education and 
consultation, with emphasis on 
prevention. 

A consultation program was 
set up with the schools and 
other social agencies. 

Workshops were held for 
police and other groups. 

A one-day-a-week day care 
program for adults was begun 
and the clinic started looking 
toward the possibility of set- 
ting up satellite clinics to make 
mental health services | more 
available throughout the catch- 
ment area. 

Comprehensive Program Sought 

The clinic program moved 
forward rapidly during the 
years of 1967 and 1968 toward 
a comprehensive mental health 
program. 

In the fall of 1969, the | Madi- 
son County 708 Board refused 
to release further funds to the 
Quad-City Clinic until the di- 
rector, Jerry Staten, was fired 
or resigned. 

Charges against Staten were 
vague and not substantiated. 

‘Therefore, the directors of the 
Quad-City Center refused to 
fire the director, whom they 
saw as being quite competent. 

A long, drawn-out controversy 
developed between the Madison 
County 708 Board and the board 
of directors of the Quad-City 
Clinic. 

Turnover, Low Morale 
In the ensuing months, the 

clinic suffered lowering of 
morale and loss of staff, and 
the overall program suffered. 

In May 1970, Staten resigned 
as director of the clinic, hoping 
to clear the way for 708 funds 
to be restored to the Quad-City 
Clinic. In June 1970, an acting 
administrator, William | Dau- 
mueller, was appointed to fill 
the vacancy left by the resig- 
nation of Staten. 

In August 1970, five-twelfths 
of the clinic budget (original 
1970 fiscal budget) was released 
to the Quad-City Clinic by the 
708 Board. 

The ensuing months at the 
Quad-City Clinic have been 
pent trying to restore the 
clinic to’ its previous level of 
functioning. The staff feels, at 
this time, that it has succeeded 
in doing this, although) many 
problems remain in the ‘alloca- 
tion and distribution of local 
mental health tax monies 
through the 708 Board. 

Present Program 

Traditional outpatient | treat- 
ment: The focus of the/ direct 
treatment program is one of 
crisis intervention. 

The staff attempts to deal, 
as immediately as possible, 
with psychiatric crisis of chil- 
dren and adults, The intake 
procedure has been made as 
uncomplicated as possible to 
make all services of the clinic 
readily available. 

No Waiting list is kept. Focus 
in treatment is to restore the 
patieng to his previous level of 
functioning as soon as possible. 
Wide use is made of chemo- 
therapy. . - 

After the psychiatric crisis of 
the patient is passed, the staff 
continues to maintain) many 
patients, seeing them infre- 
quently, providing them with 
supportive therapy, and follow- 
ing them on medication. 

Collinsville, Highland 

Satellite clinics have been set 
up in Collinsville and Highland 
to make services more readily 
available to patients living in 
these communities. 

In the past year, the staff 
has increased the volume of 
direct service greatly. In’ July 
1969, 555 psychiatric interviews 
were held, with an active open- 
case load of 537—as compared 
to 635 psychiatric interviews 
and 823 active cases in October 
1970. 

It is this traditional outpatient 
treatment program that the 
, 708 Board looks most favorably 
upon and where it wishes to 
spend tax monies. The 708 has 
seen fit, however, to drastic- 

ally cut’ the budget this year, 
even in support of this program. 

‘Therefore, the clinic will have 
to look to the state to fund a 
sizeable portion of the direct 
service program, in addition to 
the new programs proposed in 

the budget. 

Group Therapy Program: In 
July 1970, with the addition of 
Miss Phyllis Whitehead, psychi- 
atric social worker, to the staff, 
the clinic was able to begin a 
jong overdue group therapy 
program. 

There ‘were two reasons for 
beginning such a program:

“Townships have been pro- 
claiming the wisdom of close-to- 
the-people, responsive .govern- 
ment for a long time, because 
that is the historical and ever- 
lasting basis of township gov- 
ernment,” Kost added. “We 
continue to hold town meetings,

directly affects the operation of.

Upholds Town Government 

Kost pointed out that the 1970 
Illinois Constitution upholds 
township government in all 
counties where it presently ex- 
ists, and gives the opportunity 
to the - people in 15 counties 
without township government to 
choose the township form by 
referendum, He urged that the 
citizens of these counties exam- 
ine their circumstances and 
consider calling a referendum. 
They would find township gov- 
ernment to their advantage, he 
stated. 

Kost added, however, that 
small local governments al- 
ways face threats to their exist- 
ence, coming from groups or 
individuals who generally are 
politically motivated to weaken 
or absorb them. 

One of these dangers, Kost 
stated, is the squeeze on’ reve- 
nues for local governments. 
This is particularly critical now 
because of the elimination of 
personal property taxes in Ill* 
nois, which have represented a 
major source of income for 
townships and other local gov- 
ernments. New legislative ac- 
tion is needed to maintain town- 
ship revenues, it was pointed 
out, 

“There is also a disturbing 
trend toward judicial decisions 
which take precedent over legis- 
lation,” Kost said. “For exam-

“We in townships firmly be- 
lieve the people will gain ap- 
preciation of township govern- 
ment once they observe its 
closeness and responsiveness,” 
Kost said. ‘We believe, too, 
that young people who are. dis- 
enchanted with the Big Estab- 
lishment will find it desirable 
to support people-oriented town- 
ship government.”

an immediate demand from 
Senators Symington and Eagle- 
ton that Missouri be given time 
to make another study. 

FAA Administrator John H. 
Shaffer was reported to have 
told Symington and Eagleton 
that they would be given time 
to make such a study and his 
remarks were interpreted to 
mean a delay in the airport 
planning timetable. 

It was said at Washington that 
Shaffer's assurance of time 
were subject to approval of 
John Volpe, Secretary .of the 
U. S. Department of Transpor- 
tation. 

To Name Site Soon 

Meanwhile, Governor Richard 
B. Ogilvie of Illinois has an- 
nounced plans to announce Illi- 
nois priorities for an airport lo- 
cation within six to eight weeks. 
Shaffer’s remarks apparently do 
not change that estimate. - 

One of the sites considered in 
the St. Louis study was a site 
from Lakeside Airport north to 
Interstate 270 which would have 
necessitated the leveling of Pon- 
toon Beach and the surrounding 
area. Other Illinois sites consid- 
ered included areas near Col- 
linsville, O'Fallon, Dupo, Scott 
Air Force Base and Columbia, 
first choice of the St. Louis 
study released last week. + 

Missouri sites considered in- 
cluded Cedar Hill, second 
choice, and Foristell, the study's 
third-ranking location for. the 
airport: Others considered were 
Wentzville, Dardenne, Eureka 
‘and High Ridge, all in Missouri. 

Despite objections from St. 
Louis County Supervisor Law- 
rence K. Roos that present 
roads and the Jefferson Bar- 
racks Bridge are inadequate to 
handle the amount of traffic a 
new airport in Columbia..would 
attract, five St. Louis alderman 
have expressed their approval 
of the Illinois site, one opposes 
it and another said he is ques- 
tioning whether the Columbia 
site would aid downtown St. 
Louis. 

Officials of several major 
airlines serving St. Louis have 
said they do not care where the 
airport is located, but they are 
concerned about how soon it can 
be built. It is estimated it will 
take 10 years to construct the 
new facility.

Multiple Tax Agencies Pose Problem; Up to Legislature

There are 5,514 governments 
in Illinois that have the power 
to levy property taxes. Each 
has its own administration, its 
own trustees and normally its 
own office. 

Restrictions on the debt limit 
of local governmental units as 
well as restrictions on the pow- 
ers of municipalities and coun- 
tles in the old Illinois constitu- 
tion made this proliferation of 
governmental agencies neces- 
sary. 

The new Illinois constitution 
changed all this, But the ques- 
tion of what to do with these 
districts now, is a politically 
charged and a technical one 
which will soon have to be de- 
cided by the General Assembly. 

Th 1968, which is the latest 
year for which statistics are 


available, “there were 1,556 
township districts; 1,266 munici- 
palities, 1,325 school districts 
and 1,265 special districts 
Illinois. 

Multiple Districts 

Each of these districts was 
empowered to issue general 
obligation bonds and to pay 
them off through property tax 
assessments of a given area. 
Of» course, one set of physical 
boundaries could have an_infi- 
nite number of districts. When 
homeowners receive their tax 
bills, they are really paying 
taxes td a number of such dis- 
tricts. 

With so many governmental 
units, there is bound to be in- 
efficiency. Most of the districts 
are established for a_ single 
purpose and no matter how big 
or how little their staff is, they 
can serve only that one district 
and purpose. 


in 


The Illinois _ Constitutional 
Convention wanted to reduce 
the number of districts and 
even provided means for the 
dissolution and combination of 
small cities and counties so 
that government could become 
more efficient. Politically though 
it is very doubtful there will 
be any such moves in the leg- 
islature this year. 

Special Agencies Involved 


The major problem the leg- 
islature will work on is the 
special taxing districts—the dis- 
tricts for fire protection, parks, 
sanitary disposal, forest pre- 
serves, mosquito abatement, 
airports, hospitals and a va- 
riety of other duties. 

These are the districts few 
people hear of, know of or even 
care about. The logical move is 
for these districts to be merged 
with either counties or munici- 
palities. But the logic is com-

plicated by the fact that many 
of the districts do not have the 
same boundaries as the mupici- 
palities. 

For instance assume a new 
area of town has just been built 
and the city is going to build 
sewers for it. When sewers 
were built on the block you live 
on you were specially assessed. 
Now your sewers are paid for. 

If the sanitary district was 
consolidated into the city, you 
would then have to pay taxes to 
build his sewers when he paid 
none of yours. In fact, the sit- 
uation is even more complex 
because bonds have already 
been issued on the understand- 
ing that only a certain area 
would pay for the development. 

Information Lacking 

Initial research suggests the 
best way to handle the situation 
is to wait until the present 
bonds are retired and then to 
consolidate the districts. But 
initial research’ also reveals 
there are no central figures 
which show how many bonds 
are outstanding or when they 
are due to be retired, and no 
agency is even trying to find 
out the information. 

The political problems will be 
as much of a problem as the 
technical ones. Sanitary dis- 
tricts particularly tend to be a 
haven for political patronage 
and the other districts have 
staff who will be displaced if 
any consolidations take place. 

There will probably be a 
massive fight in the legislature 
before anything is done. But 
the new constitution bars a) 
pointments of members of com- 
missions by the judiciary and 
in many areas that means 
there is now no way to appoint 
commissioners to the airport 
authority, sanitary districts and 
all the other districts. 

Obviously the legislature will 
have to do something soon but 
at present there appears to be 
little research going on and any 
major overhaul will probably 
not take place for some time. 

Meanwhile the taxpayer pays 
the costs of inefficiency.

“a true children's center serv- 
ing a variety of treatment 
needs.” 

Dr. Glass said, “This step in- 
dicates the increasing thrust of 
the department toward expan- 
sion and improvement of serv- 
ices for children in need of in- 
tensive treatment — whether 
mentally ill or mentally re- 
tarded.”” 

The first admissions were to 
be transfers from the Alton 
State Hospital children's pro- 
gram, which then well be dis- 
continued as new admissions go 
directly to Murray Children’s 
Center.

State Acquiring 
More Land for 
Conservation 


The Illinois. Department of 
Conservation has added 3,258.65 
acres to its growing list of prop- 
erties in southwestern Illinois 
since 1969, according to Henry 
N. Barkhausen, department di- 
rector, 

These lands have been ac- 
quired for state parks, conser- 
vation areas and nature pre- 
serves at a cost of slightly over 
$1 million. Both federal and 
state funds have been utilized 
for this land expansion pro- 
gram, which ‘is the most ag- 
gressive state park land acqui- 
sition program in the nation, 
Barkhausen said. 

Heading the list of acquired 
properties in southwestern IIli- 
nois is the 1,231.63-acre River- 
view Estates tract in Calhoun 
County. This land is now being 
developed and will serve the 
public in a multi-use capacity. 

Other properties purchased or 
received through gifts are: 259- 
.4-acres at Pere Marquette in 

ersey County; 59.39 acres at 
Cahokia Mounds in St, Clair 
County; 3.52 acres in the Titus 
Hollow Access Area in Calhoun 
County, and 292.67 acres in 
Madison County. 

Fort Chartres State Park in 
Randolph County has been en- 
larged by 816.80 acres; Fort

SIU-SW Faces 


Budget Slash 


Of 5-10%, Rendleman Says 


Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern may face a 5 to 
10 percent budget slash in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 
Chancellor John S. Rendleman 
has informed faculty members. 

The State Board of Higher 
Education has approved an op- 
erating budget of $89,255,547 for 
the Southern Illinois University 
system. This budget proposal 
now goes to the governor and 
his Bureau of Budget office for 
review and forwarding to the 
State Assembly. 

The budget can be reduced 
further by the governor or the 
assembly. Specific budgets for 
the Southwestern and Carbon- 
dale campuses have not . been 
completed, but the reduction at 
Southwestern could amount to 
$1.3 million to $2.6 million dol- 
lars, the chancellor said. 

The Board of Higher Educa- 
tion’s budget recommendations 
are based in part on reaching 
projected enro|iments. The pro- 
jection for Southwestern next 
fall is 14,500, However, a severe 
shortage of classroom space 
brought on by a moratorium on 
Campus construction, may 
make it impossible for the 
Southwestern campus to reach 
its projected enrollment. If this 
happens, the chancellor said, 
the budget would be: further 
reduced. 

“No University employe will 
be dismissed because of the fis- 
cal situation if I can help it,” 
Chancellor Rendleman told the 
faculty. Earlier the University 
Administrative Council had an- 
nounced that no new’ positions 
would be authorized except in 
cases of prior commitment, 
that no replacements would be 
authorized for employes who 
resign ox retire except in emer- 
gency situations, and that no-

‘Study Under Way 

Chancellor Rendleman said in- 
tensive study was under *way 
to determine how the Univer- 
sity can operate wtihin the an- 
ticipated reduced budget with- 
out seriously hampering the 
academic program or causing 
the dismissal of any personnel 
for economic reasons. 

Alternatives which may be 
exercised to meet the budget 
cut, as outlined by the chancel- 
lor, include: 

A moratorium on equipment 
purchases for 1971-72, a mora- 
torium on renovation and re- 
modeling, reduced funding for 
public service programs, and 
use of non-recurring resources 
to support recurring operational 
costs. 

The chancellor said a partial 
moratorium on sabbatical 
leaves may be declared, and 
that contractual arrangements 
with consultants, guest artists, 
and institutes will be reduced 
to bare essentials. 

New programs for which no 
specific state funds are pro- 
vided will be eliminated, along 
with artist-in-residence and vis- 
iting professor funds, the chan- 
cellor indicated. 


Using Wrong Table 
Delays Tax Refunds 


Some 526 Springfield District 
taxpayers have delayed their 
federal income tax refunds by 
using the wrong tax table or 
rate schedule in computing the 
tax on their 1970 returns. , 

Not only have refunds been 
delayed but many taxpayers 
have overpaid their income tax 
accounts as a result, according 
to Jay G. Philpott, District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue for 
Central and Southern Illinois. 

There are separate columns 
in the tax tables for single per- 
sons, not head of household; 
heads of household; married 
couples filing jointly; and mar- 
ried couples filing separate re- 
turns using either the low-in- 
come allowance or the percent- 
age standard deduction. Mr. 
Philpott urged taxpayers to 
make doubly sure to use the 
correct column and the right 
line of the appropriate tax ta- 
ble to avoid mistakes, 

Another major reason for re- 
fund delay is the failure of tax 
payers to include their social 
security number, Mr. Philpott 
added. So far, this year, 123 re- 
funds have been delayed be- 
cause of incorrect or missing 
social security numbers, 

Other refunds are being held 
up for a variety of other errors 
or failure to follow instructions 
included with the tax forms. 
Errors in arithmetic are caus- 
ing delay to 289 taxpayers. 

Through last week there were 
413 tax returns filed without 
signatures, including those of 
husband or wife on joint re- 
turns. These have to be re- 
turned to the taxpayers before 
refunds can be processed. 

Mr. Philpott said 35,500 tax- 
payers in the Springfield Dis- 
trict have received refunds to- 
taling $8,858,803.51 since Janu- 
ary.

PRESCHOOL CHILDREN II 


Last week we talked about how 
parents can pass along to their 
children a foundation for good 
health — namely, good eating 
habits. This week, I want to con- 
tinue that theme with seven spe- 
cific points that may be useful to 
mothers and fathers, 

Remember, we |are talking 
about helping the preschool child, 
the little one around 3 years or 
more. Here are the suggestions: 

1. Serve small portions of foo; 
use small manageable glasses of 
milk and juices. 

2. A medium temperature for 
food, rather than top hot or cold, 
is usually preferred by young 
children, 

3. “Finger foods? which are 
easy to handle are usually popu- 
lar. Examples are wedges of 
hardcooked egg or tomato, cubes 
of meat or cheese, Btrips of ¢: 
rot, small sandwich¢s (bite-size). 

4. Young children usually pre- 
fer moderately seasoned food. So, 
in meal preparation keep this in 
mind. The rest of your family can 
add seasoning to their own taste 
at the table. 

5. “Food jags” is the name 
given by nutritionists to those 
times when children eat a certain 
type of food repeatedly for a 
short time, This spree should not 
tause parents undue|concern. The 


child will usually return to a 
more varied diet if no issue is 
made of his temporary prefer- 
ence. 

6. Serving a disliked food in a 
new way, or in very small por- 
tions, or with a well-liked food, 
will often help overcome the dis- 
like. 

7. And most of all: A good ex- 
ample set by older family mem- 
bers is one of the best ways to 
help young children develop good 
food Kabits. 


In general, in feeding your fam- 
ily, remember that all the family, 
except infants and those, if any, 
on a medically-prescribed diet, 
can usually eat the same basic 
meals. Children, adults (includ- 
ing pregnant and nursing: moth- 
ers) and senior. family members 
need the same nutrients. The 
amounts recommended for each 
person or group may differ. Thus, 
one should eat according to phy- 
sical size, activity, sex, and wheth- 
er growth is occurring at the 
time. ; 

The kinds of food needed are 
the wide variety found in the 
four food groups - the milk group, 
the meat-fish-poultry-egg group, 
vegetables and fruits, breads and 
cereals, Fats and oils and sugars 
add flavor and help fill out energy 
needs.

Employment rose slightly in 
January while unemployment 
edged down. The overall unem- 
ployment rate was 6.0%" in 
January, compared 6.2%, 
in December, as revised. 

The jobless rate for workers 
covered, by state unemployment 
insurance programs showed 
significant improvement in Jan- 
uary. It dropped from 4.2% to 
3.7%, the second straight 
monthly decline, 

Total employment rose 
400,000 in January (season- 
ally adjusted), nearly re- 
turning to the peak reached 
in the spring of 1970. 


Nonfarm payroll employ- 
ment, seasonally adjusted, 
also rose in January. The 
payroll employment. pickup 
was concentrated largely in 
retail trade, where employ- 
ment returned to) the pre- 
Christmas level, 


Manufacturing employ ment 
was about unchanged in Janu- 
ary, while construction em- 
ployment declined substantially. 
The average workweek in pri- 
vate nonfarm industries as well 
as in manufacturing edged up. 

The number of junemployed 
persons, which always increases 
substantially between Decem- 
ber and January, rose 780,000 
this January to §.4 million, 
After seasonal jadjustment, 
however, the unemployment 
Jevel edged down slightly (110,- 
000) from the December level. 

The slight dip in| the overall 
unemployment rate reflects 
primarily. some improvement 
whose rate moved! from 4.6% 
‘in the situation for| adult men, 
to 4.3%, after rising almost 
steadily during the course of 
1970. 

The rates for adult women 
(5.7% )- and teenagers (17.6%) 
were essentially unchanged 
over the month, The unemploy- 
ment rate for whites (5.6%) 
and Negroes (9.5%) did not 
show any change from their 
revised December levels. 

The jobless rate for white- 
collar workers declined from 
3.8% to 3.5% in January, large- 
ly reflecting reduced unemploy- 
ment among sales workers. 

After rising sharply in No- 
vember and December, the job- 
less rate for sales workers 
dropped from 5.1% to 4.19% in 
January, a return to the Octo- 
ber level. Rates for other ma- 
jor occupation groups showed 
little-change in January. 

On an industry basis, changes 
fn unemployment occurred 
mainly among workers last em- 
ployed in durable goods manu- 
facturing and trade. For dur- 
able goods workers, the jobless 
rate declined from 8.0% to 
7.2%, while the rate for workers 
in the trade industry fell from 
6.7% to 6.1%. 

The number of persons 
whose unemployment stems 
trom the loss of their last 
Job declined about 250,000 


in January to 2.3 million 
(seasonally adjusted), the 
first decline since July 1970, 


Joblessness among work- 
ers covered by state unem- 
ployment insurance pro- 
grams also declined sub- 
stantially in January. Their 
jobless rate fell from 4.2% 
to 3.7%. After rising during 
the auto strike, this rate 
has declined sharply for 
two months. 

The average duration of 
Joblessness moved upward for 
the third consecutive month, 
partly because of a rise in the 
number of persons who have 
been unemployed 27 or more 
weeks. 

At 10.4 weeks, seasonally ad- 
justed, the average (mean) 
duration of unemployment in 
January was up from 9.7 weeks 
in December and 9.3 weeks in 
November. 

Total employment, at 77.2 
million in January, declined 1.3 
million from December, a smal- 
ler drop than the average De- 
cember-to-January employment 
decline of recent years. 

Consequently, after seasonal 
adjustment, employment showed 
a rise of 400,000. Slightly more 
than half of the over-the-month 
increase was registered among 
adult women, whose ‘employ- 
ment level reached a record 
high. 

At 78.9 million, the sea- 
sonally adjusted level of 
total employment has climb- 
ed back to within 100,000 of 
the all-time peak reached in 
March 1970. 


Employment in contract con- 
struction, at 3.2 million, sea- 
sonally adjusted, fell 85,000 in 
January, after posting | small 
gains the previous three 
months. 

The January decline was 
partly ,due to the unusually 
cold weather conditions prevail- 
ing in many areas of the coun- 
try., Compared with January 
1970, contract construction was 
down 150,000, or 5.0%. 

Since January 1970, total 
nonfarm payroll employment 
has dropped 475,000, as a 1.2 
million decline in manufactur- 
ing has been. partly offset by a 
net 725,000 increase in other 
industries. The bulk of the over- 
the-year decline in manufactur- 
ing has occurred in durable 
goods, where employment drop- 
ped by 900,000, or 8%. 

Average hourly earnings of 
production and nonsupervisory: 
workers on private _payrolis 
rose three cents in January. 
At $3.33, average hourly earn- 
ings were up 20 cents, or 6.4%, 
over the year. 

Over the year ending in De- 
cember 1970, average weekly 
earnings rose by 3.8%. During 
the same period, ‘consumer 
prices rose 5.5% Consequently 
after adjustment for consumer 
price changes, earnings were 
down 1.6%.

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Six-Month Pause Should Not Be Used to 
‘Help’ Illinois Airport by Torpedoing It 


It is saddening to see Missouri officials win 
a six-month delay in Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration hearings on the establishment of a sec- 
ond major airport in the St. Louis metropolitan 


area. 

The need for the new facility is likely to be 
painfully apparent long before the estimated 
ten-year development period is completed, and 
a half-year of marking time seems ill-advised in 
view of the many tasks waiting to be carried 
out. 

Such Missouri opponents of an Illinois loca- 
tion as U. S. Senator Symington and Governor 
Hearnes have indicated they will use the six 
months not for factual analysis but to torpedo 
the project if at all possible. This should not 
be permitted, 

The senator seemed to be interested in 
no opinions but his own during a Feb. 24 meet- 
ing in Washington attended by federal, state, 
county and city officials. Sen. Symington, who 
arranged the meeting to challenge the FAA's 
preference for an Illinois site, attempted to pre- 
vent St. Louis Mayor Cervantes from complet- 
ing his defense of the joint Illinois-St. Louis plan 
and, for a while, talked simultaneously with 
Cervantes. 

Gov. Hearnes stressed that he does not 
“want to be in the position of acquiescing in 
selection of a site that might be forever harm- 
ful to the state of Missouri.” After a brief at- 
tempt at giving an appearance of neutrality, 
Hearnes then showed his bias by adding illogi- 
cally, “The giveaway of this airport would be 
complete only with giving them the St. Louis 
Arch and Busch Stadium.” The governor failed 
to explain why—if the airport plan could be 
equated with moving the Gateway Arch and 
stadium — the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce backs an Illinois airport site. 

A “giveaway” implies that there is some- 
thing of value to be given away. To the knowl- 
edge of the FAA, Missouri has no suitable tract 
of land 16 miles from downtown St. Louis and 
19 miles from Washington Univer: the ap- 
proximate center of passenger origin in the bi- 
state metropolitan area. These are the distances 
listed for the Illinois location recommended by 
the federal government—a flat, mostly undevel- 
oped area four miles southwest of Columbia 
and four miles north of Waterloo; the runway 
portion would be in Monroe Couhty and other 
sections in St. Clair County. 

Nor does the closest potential Missouri site, 
Cedar Hill, 33 miles from downtown St. Louis 
and 29 miles from Washington University, offer 
construction costs comparable to the Columbia 
location. Excavation required at Columbia is 
estimated by the FAA at 28 million cubic 
yards; at Cedar Hill, 89 million cubic yards 
would have to be excavated and work on the 
rocky terrain there would be “‘quite expen- 
sive,” the official evaluation report relates. 

Columbia is not perfect in every way. It 
ranks slightly behind Cedar Hill and another 
Missouri site, Foristell (44 miles from down- 
town and 38 miles from the university), in air- 
space clearance from other airports and in en- 
vironment (number of nearby residences, linked 
to the aircraft noise problem). But on balance, 
it is better than any of the I1 other Missouri 
and Illinois areas considered, the FAA has con- 
cluded. (A still unannounced Illinois study pre- 
sumably has not yet ruled out either Columbia 
or a Madison County tract near Troy.) 


The report emphasizes that Lambert Field 
in St. Louis County ‘‘must remain as a major 
airport” even if a new field is built to handle 
principal commercial air traffic. Lambert is 
needed permanently and continuously by the 
Missouri Air National Guard, McDonnell-Doug- 
las Aircraft Corp. and large general aviation air- 
craft. Later, it may again be used by commer- 
cial airliners as airline operations expand along 
with the growth in population. 

Missouri-Illinois relations have had their 
ups and downs, and no doubt neither state is 
completely blameless. 

But the attitude and actions of such elect- 
ed officials as Sen. Symington and Gov. 
Hearnes in recent weeks pose a serious threat to 
future cooperation’ within the St. Louis metro- 
politan area. 


What they seem to be saying is that in 
small matters or in a few instances of reciprocal 
assistance, they are willing to give lip service to 
bi-state friendship and cooperation; but when 
the chips are down, greed and selfishness are 
going to dictate their conduct. 

The “‘unkindest cuts of all" were the sen- 
ator’s inference that he would rather see no 
new airport at all than one situated in Illinois, 
and that the project might drain off federal aid 
which otherwise could be devoted to mass 
transit. 


It is the Illinois legislature, not the Mis- 
souri legislature, which has been consistently 
willing to provide supplementary funds for 
metropolitan mass transit, including the St. 
Louis area, 

What with the matching funds provided in 
some cases by Uncle Sam, Illinois has done 
much more than Missouri to assist mass transit 
in the St. Louis region—just as this state also 
is doing much more of a positive nature to as- 
sure that St. Louis will continue to be a major 
air transportation center, rather than an area 
increasingly bypassed by new industry and resi- 
dents because of an inadequate airport. 


or Howlett Thankful for Three Terms 
Not Eager for a Fourth in Same Office 


No Illinois governor, attorney general or 
state treasurer has served 10 years or more in 
the same office. That fact was noted this year 
in research carried out at the time State Auditor 
Michael J. Howlett completed a decade of serv- 
ice; other auditors with long service were Elijah 
C. Berry, 1818-31; Thomas H. Campbell, 
Uae oel8oas and James S. McCullough, 1897- 

Fred E. Sterling was lieutenant governor of 
Illinois in 1921-33. Secretaries of state have in- 
cluded James A. Rose, 1897-1912; Louis L. 
Emmerson, 1917-29; Edward J. Hughes, 1933- 
44; and Charles F, Carpentier, 1953-64. Among 
superintendents of public instruction were New- 
ton Bateman, 1859-63 and 1865-75; Francis G. 
oe 1907-35; and Vernon L. Nickell, 1943- 
59. 


One gathers from the study by Howlett 
that, while he is pleased to have been elected to 
three consecutive four-year terms as auditor, he 
wants badly not to be slated for the same office 
a fourth time. 

To certify his vote-getting ability, a pre- 
requisite for seeking still higher office, it is 
pointed out that he is the only state auditor in 
Illinois history ever elected with a governor of 
the opposite party. This feat is tempered only 
by the fact that his potential rival for the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination, Paul Simon, is 
the only opposite-party lieutenant governor. 
Both gained that distinction in 1968, the same 
year Republican Richard B. Ogilvie—the man 
they want to run against—was elected as gov- 
ernor 


Penalty For Late Income Tax Payments 


Taxpayers who fail to pay their income tax 
when due will be subject to a new penalty pro- 
vision added by the Tax Reform Act of 1969. 
A penalty of one-half percent per month, limit- 
ed to a total of 25 percent, is imposed on the 
net amount due for failure to pay income tax. 
This penalty does not apply to estimated in- 
come tax or the period covered by an extension 
of time to file a return. It is also not applicable 
in any case if it is shown that the failure is due 
to reasonable cause and not to wilful neglect. 

It should be noted that this penalty is in 
addition to the interest of one-half percent per 
month charged on an unpaid balance. Thus, a 
person who failed to pay their tax when due 
would be subject to the. payment of both in- 
terest and the penalty. The penalty, unlike in- 
terest, is not a tax deductible item. 


Substance in Growing Plants May Provide New Means of Pest Control 


(American Chemical Society) 


Natural themicals which in- 
terrupt the life cycle of insects 
have been found for the first 
time—in growing plants—chem- 
ists at Columbia University say 
in a communication to the editor 
of the Journal of the American 
Chemical Society. Further in- 
vestigation is necessary to show 
whether these chemicals offer 
a new route to insect control. 

Chemical activity against 
moiting — shedding of the in- 
sect’s outer coating — has been 
found in 20 different plants. 
Two different chemicals respon- 
sible for this activity have been 
isolated so far, said Dr. Koji 
Nakanishi in a telephone inter- 
view. 

A few years ago, Dr. Naka- 
nishi and his co-workers dis- 
covered in some plants a num- 
ber of chemicals which activate 
molting and growth of insects, 
called insect molting hormones, 
Now they bring to light natural- 
ly-occurring inhibitors of some 
of these hormones. 

These - inhibitors of 
hormones are not to be con- 
fused with insect “juvenile hor- 
mones,” although both are po- 
tential replacements for pesti- 
cides, since they interfere with 
an insect’s life cycle and abil- 
ity to reproduce. 


The first natural “molting 


inhibitor” to be identified is 
ajugalactone, a chemical of the 
steroid class extracted from 
the plant Ajuga decumbens. 
Its chemical structure is re- 
ported in the journal by Dr. 
Nakanishi and chemists. Masato 
Koreeda of Columbia and Min- 
uro Goto of Kyoto Herbal Gar- 
dens, Japan. 

They report a completely dif- 
ferent structure (polyphenol) 
for the second molting hormone 
inhibitor, which they isolated 
from the common cinnamon 
tree. 

The intriguing find con- 
cerning the two, natural 
anti-molting compounds is 
their totally diffeernt chem- 
ical structure, Dr. Nakani 
shi emphasized. In addition, 
they inhibit different insect 
growth hormones, 

This discriminatory chem- 
ical action (“specificity”) 
suggests possible future use 
in insect control, although 
considerable work is needed 
to clarify this point. 

The molting hormone ‘inhibi- 
tors appear to be more readily 
biodegradable than DDT and 
are even decomposed by sun- 
light, Dr. Nakanishi said. 

The test used at Columbia— 
dipping rice-stem borers for 
ten seconds into a solution of 


the molting hormone inhibitor— 
indicates that application of the 
inhibitors by spraying may be 
effective in suppressing growth 
and hence reproduction. 

The effects of oral ingestion 
of the inhibitors by the insects 
is unknown, although injection 
into some insects was not suc- 
cessful in inhibiting growth, 

The harmone found in_in- 
sects which stimulates molting 
and growth is called ecdysone. 
It is currently believed to be 
secreted by the two prothora- 
cic glands, which are located 
near the insect’s brain. 

However, evidence that ecdy- 
sone does not originate in those 
glands is claimed by Dr. 
Nakanishi. 

Injecting cholesterol contain- 
ing radioactive carbon-14 into 
isolated abdomen (minus the 
prothoracic glands) of silk 
worm larvae produced radio- 
active ecdysone. Thus, although 
the glands may be involved 
somewhere in the biosynthesis 
ef ecdysone, the molting hor- 
mone does not appear to be 
secreted by. these glands, he 
said. 

The insect molting hormones 
which have been found in 
plants by Dr. Nakanishi and 
his group are called phytoecdy- 
sones. Approximately 40 phy- 

& 


toecdysones have been found to 
date. 

Some phytoecdysones are 
more potent growth promoters 
than the insect’s own hormone 
because they are less readily 
broken down by the insect and 
therefore act upon the insect 
for a greater period of time. 

Too much molting hormone 
can “derail” an insect’s life 
cycle. The presence of phytoe- 
cdysones in plants suggests 
that some plants have devel- 
oped a sophisticated natural 
protective system against in- 
sects. 

Four phytoecrysones were 
found in the plant from which 
the inhibitor, ajugalactone, was 
isolated. A crude extract of 
the plant stimulated insect 
growth, and a chemical separa- 
tion of the components of the 
extract was necessary to de- 
tect the anti-molting properties 
of ajugalactone. 

‘A true antiecdysone — a non- 
specific inhibitor of insect molt- 
ing hormones, affecting many 
species of insects—would be a 
spectacular scientific find— 
which Dr. Nakanishi does not 
claim. 

However, finding a true anti- 
ecdysone among the 20 plants 
that show anti-molting activity 
remains a possibility.

Private Pensions 


Threatened by 


Proposal for Government Control

(Chamber of Commerce of the United States) 


There used to be only one 
way, you know, in which an 
ordinary employe could ensure 
having financial security for 
himself after retirement, 

What he had to do, of course, 
was to save part of his pay as 
he went along during his work- 
ing years—and to invest in 
home ownerbhip, a savings ac- 
count, annuities, or in some- 
thing else that would net him 
a return, This was never easy. 

But a change has occurred. 
Today, the employe has two 
other ways open to him to help 
him gain economic security. 

1. Social Security—a govern- 
ment system designed to pro- 
vide a basic floor of protection 
against loss of job-related in- 
come in old age. 

2. The private pension plan— 
a non-government arrangement 
developed and maintained by 
joint voluntary action of work- 
ers and management to pay the 
retired employe a regular ben- 
efit. 

Here are some facts about 
private pensions. 

More than 30 million 
workers in the United States 
are covered by private pen- 
sion plans, 

Four million retired 
workers receive more than 
$5 billion a year from pri- 
vate pension funds. 

Most of the large and me- 
dium-sized business and indus- 
trial firms have pension plans, 
and more of the smaller firms 
are adopting them. 

Predictions are that, by 1980, 
unless political maneuvering in- 
terferes, more than 42 million 
workers will be covered by pri- 
vate retirement plans. 

More than $135 billion in as- 
sets have been set aside to meet 
the obligations of pension plans. 
It is estimated that within the 
next 10 years the assets will ex- 
ceed $225 billion. 

Private pension assets are 
held in the form of trust 
funds. The investment of 
these funds creates job op- 
portunities, thus benefiting

not only the individual work- 
er but society as a whole. 

Pension plans are reviewed 
periodically to keep them updat- 
ed and in line with changing 
conditions, 

Pension plan funds are closely 
regulated through the Internal 
Revenue Code, a Federal Dis- 
closure Act, and other federal 
and state laws. 

Something is now happening 
in Washington, however, that 
threatens the future of private 
pensions. Proposals are appear- 
ing in Congress that would give 
the government complete con- 
trol over all retirement income. 

Private pensions would be put 
in a straightjacket of unneces- 
sary federal restrictions, if not 
put entirely out of business. 

The new restraints would de- 
stroy free collective bargaining 
for pensions, and would elimi- 
nate the employe’s freedom of 
choice. 

Management would have un- 
called-for costs added to its 
pension obligations. Worse still, 
it would lose its flexibility in 
providing a balanced wage-and- 
benefit package for employees. 
Private pension growth would 
slow down and stop. 

The businessmen of America 
believe in private pension 
plans, as well as in Social Se- 
curity. We believe that the 
combination of the two—the best 
of two worlds—is the surest 
path to financial security for the 
retired worker.

The businessmen of America 
would like to see a government 
atmosphere in which private 
retirement plans can be im- 
proved, and extended to the 
maximum number, of employes 
—and the self-employed. We are 
working positively and vigorous- 
ly in that direction.

Building at Southern Illinois 
University’s Carbondale Cam- 
pus has been told to start work 
today. 

However, actual [excavation 
may not be possible for another 
month because of |delays in 
moving existing offices from the 
900-foot long site, agcording to 
Rino Bianchi, assistant to the 
chancellor. | 

The “‘order to proceed’ came 
Friday from the Illinois Build- 
ing Authority. It directed Con- 
tractor J, L. Simmons and Co., 
Inc. of Decatur to finish the job 
by June 26, 1973. 

The building will stretch from 
the north end of SIU’s Univer- 
sity Center through the present 
campus homesite of President 
Emeritus Delyte W. Morris. 
Among occupants of the 230,000 
square-foot structure |will be the 
departments of English, soci- 
ology, philosophy, anthropology, 
government, history and foreign 
languages.

Ogilvie Urges Legislation to Preserve 
Illinois Scenic, Recreational Areas 


Gov. Richard B, Ogilvie has 
proposed a three-point conser- 
vation program designed to 
‘prevent exploitation of scenic 
and recreational areas of Illi- 
nois.”” 

The governor’s recommenda- 
tions were contained in a spe- 
cial message submitted to the 
Illinois General Assembly. 

Ogilvie said the program, was 
designed to complement the 
state’s “aggressive” land ac- 
quisition program, which has 
added 41,456 acres to the state 
park system in the past two 
years, and envisions the addi- 
tion of 17,000 more acres during 
fiscal 1972. He proposed the 
following measures: 

—A Scenic and Recreational 
Preserves Act enabling the Gen- 
eral Assembly to designate cer- 
tain scenic river valleys “to 
prohibit further developrnent 
damaging their present quali- 
ties."". He recommended begin- 
ning with the designation of 
scenic stretches on the Fox, 
Embarass, Apple, Rock, Kan- 
kakee, Mackinaw, Lusk, and 
Spoon rivers. 

—Broad reform of the state’ 
regulation of strip mining, i 
cluding a ban on mining in’ cer- 
tain areas where reclamation is 
impossible and tough new rec- 
lamation standards. 

—Authorization for the state 
to take scenic easements oyer 
certain open lands by the con- 
demnation process. 

Must Act Now 

Ogilvie commented: 

“Only the state can provide 
the parks and open spaces our 
people need as we become in- 
creasingly urbanized. The coun- 
ties and the cities are limited 
by geography. The federal 
government is limited to sites 
of national. or historical inter- 
est.

I steps toward reversing the 
ckward geography” of the 
state park system, including: 

—Preservation of the Mid- 
west's large virgin prairie from 
industrial development, and the 
acquisition of other ‘“‘ecologi- 
cal phenomena,” including Volo 
Bog and a rare glacial lake and 
Leatherleaf Bog in McHenry 
County. 

—Acquisition of 2.7 miles of 
Lake Michigan shoreline at Illi- 
nois Beach State Park, now 
under way. 

—New tracts in Kendall 
County on the Fox river, on the 
Mississippi river near’ metro- 
politan St, Louis, and the state’s 
first urban park at Chicago's 
former Edgewater golf course. 

To Develop Facilities 

In addition, Ogilvie cited ef- 
forts to realize the potential of 
three reservoirs at Carlyle, 
Rend Lake and Shelbyville by 
developing parks and recrea- 
tional facilities. He added: 

“These are the kind of invest- 
ments we are making to expand 
recreational opportunities for 
the people of Illinois. We have 
added more park land in the 
past two years than the state 
had acquired in the previous 12 
years.

The state has opened seven 
new parks since 1969, he said, 
and the 1972 budget will re 
quest appropriations to open 
six more.

Among improvements he cited 
were new roads at 18 parks and 
conservation areas, 2,800 new 
hard-surface camping pads, 
sewage treatment plants either 
under design or already com- 
pleted at seven parks, new fish- 
ing lakes at Sam Parr and 
Morrison-Rockwood state parks, 
and extensive rebuilding at the 
popular Starved Rock State 
Park. 

New Dam, Lake Planned 

Plans for 1972 include an in- 
terpretive education building at 
Goose ‘Lake Prairie, new camp- 
grounds and picnic facilities at 
Silver Springs State Park, road 
repairs at 10 different parks, a 
new dam and lake in DeKalb 
County, and new facilities at 
seven new parks. 

Ogilvie said much of the ex- 
pansion and improvement had 
been made possible by a new 
emphasis on long-range plan- 
ning, and a_professionalization 
of the staff in the Department 
of Conservation. 

He said Illinois was reversing 
the traditional tendency to plan 
parks “based on the needs of 
the people managing the parks 
rather than on the needs of 
those using the parks.” 

The University of Illinois -is 
currently developing a compre- 
hensive plan for land acquisi- 
tion, including data on park 
use, land prices and population 
density, he added,
